^vt  1645  B-47  or  B-52  aircraft  went  through  the  area  of  sightings 

and  taey  were  estimated  to  be  flying  at  approximately  25,000  feet, 
and  they  left  a very  definite  contrail.  These  aircraft  v;ere  north  of 
Cleveland  flying  from  East  to  ivest.  One  of  the  aircraft  made  a left 
bank  heading  South  and  he  passed  betv/een  the  sun  and  Cleveland,  Perhpps 
these  pilots  could  assist  in  the  investigation.
